词根 词 缓 法、 联想 记忆 法 等 等 ,不 一 而 足 。 有 没有 一 种 更 有 趣 更 有 效 的 学 习 词 汇 的 方法 呢 ? 在 此 我 们 
说 把 美国 大 学 生 中 用 得 最 多 最 广 的 一 塞 词汇 学 习 处 书 推介 给 大 家 。 

该 丛书 由 美国 Towhnsend Press 出 版 ,我 社 原版 引进 ,并 根据 中 国学 习 者 特点 做 了 些 改编 。 与 时 下 
图 书 介绍 的 单词 记忆 方法 不 同 ， 了 该 丛书 的 作者 们 倡导 的 是 根据 认 知 原理 ， 通 过 积极 学 习 (active 
learing) 来 娄 悉 掌握 单词 的 方法 。 具 体 步 又 是 : 首先 ， 作 者 把 要 介绍 的 8 个 或 者 10 个 生词 置 于 两 道 
练习 题 中 , 让 学 习 者 通过 语 境 ,， 利用 单词 所 在 上 下 文中 的 例证 、 同 义 词 、 反 义 词 等 线索 , 推测 (infer) 
或 是 猜测 (guess) 生词 的 意义 。 其 次 ,就 是 通过 大 量 的 、 反 复 的 、 多 类 型 的 练习 ， 帮 助 学 习 者 由 推测 
或 猜测 词义 ， 通 过 搭配 练习 (matching words with definitions) 来 识别 词义 (identify each word's 
meaning) ， 通 过 完成 身子 、 同 义 、 反 义 或 是 类 比 (analogy) 关系 选择 以 及 完 形 填空 等 练习 ,让 学 习 者 
不 断 接触 该 生词 并 在 各 种 场合 中 不 断 运 用 它 ,， 从 而 达到 理解 、 巩 固 、 掌 握 并 最 终 自然 而 然 地 记忆 单词 
的 目的 。 在 整个 过 程 中 ， 学 习 者 是 一 个 积极 主动 的 参与 者 ， 而 不 是 一 个 被 动 的 记忆 者 。

According to research, it ls not enough to see a word in context. At a certain point, lt ls helpful as wel] 
to See the meaning of a word. The matching test provides that meaning, but it also makes you look for and 
think about that meaning. In other words，it continues the active learning that is your Surest route to 
learning and remembering a word. 

Note the caution that follows the test. Do not proceed any further until you are Sure that you know the 
correct meaning of each word as used in context. 

Keep in mind that a word may have more than one meaning, In fact， some words have qulte a few 
meanings 一 and may even be more than one part of speech. (If you doubt lt try looking up in a dictionary， 
for example，、the word draw or jasf.) In this book，you wll focus on one common meaning for each 
vocabulary word.

Cults are religious communlties whbhlich isolate their members from mainstream society.， They 
demand extreme devotion from thelr members, who in tur depend on the cult for their own sense of 
self-worth. Thls isolation and loyalty can produce bizarre results. One of the most bizarre, and tragic， 
cult-related stories occurred in 1978 in Jonestown, a settlement in the South American country of 
Guyana. It involved a man named Jim Jones and an organlzation called the People's Temple. 

By most accounts, Jones was a Sincere and helpful young pastor when he founded the People's 
Tempie im Indiana in the 1930s.， He preached about raclial harmony and social justice，、His 
congregation was a mixture of black and white, mostly low-income people. mm 1965$, Jones and about 
one hundred of his followers moved to San Francisco. Now， Jones was different. He inslsted that 
members of the temple call him “Father” In his sermons, he continued to (] ) 

American society as raclst and unjust. But he also began attacking many individuals he claimed were 
enemies of the Temple. He predicted a nuclear war that would destroy the world, but promised that 


Tempble members would survive if they were (2) to his wi. Increasingly 

Jones (3) (e)jd the members with the idea that he alone deserved their loyalty. 
By 1977, things were not going well forthe Iemple. some members 一 an (4)

When he was not preaching his hours-long diatribes”，he was often (0) 
refusing to speak to anyone. Finally he announced that the Temple was moving to Guyana. There, he 
Said, no one would be able to (7) hm and hlis mlsslon. 

After Jones and his followers left the county, former members of the Iemple and relatives of 
those in Guyana began to fear that TIemple members were being held against thelir wiil. They also 


said that members were being forced to keep up an) (8) Schedule of work 
with little sleep. Congressman Leo Ryan，some concerned relatives, and a few journalists went to 
vlsit Jonestown. When they arrived, Jones seemed (9) enough. He encouraged 


them to wander through Jonestown. TIhe people they saw seemed happy. But as Ryan and the 
others were Jeaving, two Temple families slipped notes to him. They said that they wanted to leave 
Jonestown, but Jones would not alljow it, Ryan added the famailies to his party. As they started to 
board their plane, gunmen from the TIemple opened fire. Five People, including Ryan, were killled. 

As Ryan and the others were being shot，Jones gathered the communlty at Jonestown. He 
announced that the People's Temple would now commit “revolutionary Suicide.” Followers 
brought out tubs of a poisoned frult drink. Parents fed the drink to thelr children, then took 1t 
themselves. By the time emergency workers reached the scene, the entire communaity -一 Over nine 
hundred men, women, and children 一 had died. Jones died along with his followers. 

As the news reports came out of Jonestown, people around the world were appalled” by such a 
(10) loss of life. Probably no one but the dead themselves could explain 
what drove So manpy to kill themselves at the request of a madman.
